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FLOCKING TO NEW ORLEANS 

MARDI GRAS VISITORS TO TAX THE CAPACITY 
OF THE CITY AND TRACK. 

Destinations of Horses and Owners — Two Valuable 
Stake Races to Be Run Before 
the Meeting Terminates. 



New Orleans. La., February 27. — The final eight 
days of the Fair Grounds •meeting beginning to- 
morrow. promises to be the greatest in the history 
of winter rating here, judging by what lias gone 
before. The Mardi Gras arrivals are pouring in at 
a great rate and this means added attendance at 
the track. So crowded will the Crescent City be. 
according to reixirt. that it will be necessary to 
press into service steamers to accommodate many 
of the visitors with lodgings. All the railroad 
sheds are crowded with special cars that have 
brought a host of visitors. 

With the meeting nearing a close, horsemen are 
planning for their departure for their next desti- 
nation. A goodly number will ship direct to Bowie 
to await the opening of racing in Maryland. Some 
will go direct to Lexington, but the bulk will lie 
sent to Hot Springs for the racing which begins 
there March 11. Arrangements have already I asm 
perfected for the shipping of fifteen carloads of 
horses there immediately following the finish of 
racing here. 

Judge Monek and Secretary Loudon of the Hamil- 
ton Jockey Club, since their arrival here, have been 
approached by some horsemen who intend cam- 
paigning in Canada this year, with a suggestion 
that the Hamilton Jockey Club recommend to the 
Canadian Racing Associations that American win- 
ners of purses contribute one per cent to the Cana- 
dian Red Cross, to be extended by that society as 
may lie deemed expedient. The one per cent, 
would come from winners only, while horses finish- 
ing second or third would not have to contribute. 
Tne contributions would all be voluntary and would 
total a goodly sum. The recommendation will in 
all probability be made at the next meeting of the 
Canadian Racing Associations. 

For the first time since the meeting opened. J. 
W. Schorr was displaced as the leader of the win- 
ning owners during the past week. M. C. Moore 
taking his place. Moore jumped into the lead as a 
result of the two stake wins of Marion Goosby and 
iie now has a total of $7,065 to his credit. Mr. 
Schorr is second, having won $5,805 in purse money. 
Forty-four owners have won $1,000 or more in purse 
money and the following have won $ 2,000 or more:

Ted Koerner. who lias been leading the jockeys 
since tlie second week of the meeting tightened 
his hold (.u first place during the past six days, 
and now lias tweuty-nine winners lo bis credit, 
while Muck Garner, his closest rival, lias twenty- 
two. Jockey .bn- Kcderis is next, having ridden 
twenty-one winners. The following riders have 
won tea or more races: T. Koerner.

Two more stakes remain t.» be decided here, the 
Martin Belirman Handicap, at two miles, which 
will lie run March 4. and t lie New Orleans Handi- 
cap, at a mile and a quarter, to lie run the last 
day of tlie meeting. March 7. which is Mardi Gras 
Day. Botli are lor three-year-olds and over, and 
the former lias $1,600 added, while tin* latter lias 
$2.00(1 added. Tlie two slakes decided thus far 
have proved interesting and have served to draw 
the best horses in training here to tlie post. 

Interest in tlie coming Hot Springs meeting is 
at fever heat among the horsemen here, and all 
are desirous of seeing the Vapor City put back on 
the racing map. If tlie meeting there is not a 
success it will not lie because of lack of co-opera- 
tion on the part of tlie owners who are racing their 
horses at tlie Fair Grounds. 

A local favorite, which evidently has come 
Into IPs own again, is lor Fair, 'this colt fell 
lame in the Kentucky Derby last spring, anil lie 
was on tlie shelf a ling time. Recently lie started 
in a sprinting race and appeared high in flesh, 
hut in Ills second star! lie rail like tlie For Fair 
of last year, and his victory was alim st as popular 
as any of Pan Zaretu’s. I.asl year For Fair was a 
champion hero and succeeded in establishing a 
track record at the Fair Grounds, lie running seveu- 
t'ightlis in 1:2)-'-..

Adhering strictly lo the precedents of recent years, li. G. Bcdwell leads tlie winter racing owners of 
1916 and, does it so emphatically, that it is no contest so far as he is concerned. Already his horses 
have won more than a fifth of tlie sum that sufficed to place him second in the list of American owners 
in 1915. Two remarkable victories in stake races of value and merit by the speedy gelding Marion 
Goosby have given M. C. Moore second place in the list and he is now but little behind his entire total 
of stable earnings for last year. 11c has displaced J. \V . Schorr from the leadership of the New Orleans 
owners, hut tin latter lias done quite well at the Cr<ceut City and is a good third in tlie list of thirty 
leaders. Due to l lie good form shown by Mom«y Maker so far. W. F. Kuebelkamp is the leader at 
Juarez and lias made a start in the rac ing of 1916 which assures him a much higher place in the winning 
list than he was able to attain last year.

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ELDER DIVISION OF IMPORTED HORSES. 

Big Band of Three-Year-Olds and Over Which May 
Race with Us This Year. 



So mauy foreign-bred horse* have been imported 
into this country recently that it is difficult to keep 
track of them. A few were stallions and many 
broodmares for breeding purposes, but these are 
much outnumbered by those designed primarily for 
racing. The greatest number of any age are now 
two-year-olds, but there is quite a respectable con- 
tingent of three-year-olds and over, most of which 
will probably be found taking part in our coming 
racing of this year, a few in jumping, but tlie 
majority in fiat racing. A number of them will 
do their first racing here. 

Of tlie following list of fifty-six such horses, 
something over a dozen are of the baud bought ill 
England in 1914 for J. Livingston by Phil Chinn, 
some of which have already raced well here, of 
tlie others Arriet was a fast sprinter in England. 
Allumetir won in France, Clapperbil and Star Hawk 
were two of the best two-year-olds in England last 
year, Engelbert is German bred, but won in fine 
style in England last year. Emerald Isle II. won 
in Ireland, Honey wood, which will not be seen out 
until late in tlie racing year, if then, was in the 
front rank of England’s handicap horses. Hesperus 
lias never ran but is one of the most rielily-bred 
horses ever imported. Polisteua won tlie only race 
she ever started in and is extremly fast. Neville 
II. won one of tlie only two races lie started in, 
Brotberstone is a fair handicap horse and was 
good enough to beat Lanins at equal weights in 
1914. There arc various possibilities in flic follow- 
ing list and it is well worth preserving.

Oriental Park. He went over the plant pretty 
thoroughly and paid especial attention to the track 
proper, which he pronounced the finest he ever saw. 
Tlie nature of the soil is similar to that at Havre 
de Grace and. being a practical horseman, this 
appealed to Mr. Butler. Both the climate and the 
country pleased Mr. Butler, hut plans made before 
lie left New York enforced his departure for New 
Orleans. It would not be surprising to find him 
making an extended stay here next winter. 

On Monday Jefferson Livingston and a party of 
friends arrived from New Orleans. This is Mr. 
Livingston’s first visit to the island and like most 
people from tlie north he was much taken up with 
the place. The outdoor life and pleasant climate 
appeal to a man of his temperament and he has 
taken keen pleasure in seeing his horses run at 
Oriental Park. In the Livingston party were Mr. 
Charles McCullough and wife. 

Several prominent Cincinnatians are also here, 
Harry R. Smith, anil J. Bauer, of the big cooper- 
age firm of J. Bauer & Co. J. A. Hall, a promi- 
nent oil man of Warren, Pa., is also here. 

On Sundays, during Mardi Gras, tlie first race 
will lie run at 2:30. This will enable visitors to 
tlie course to get back to Havana in time to wit- 
ness the parade oil the Prado and Maleeon. 

The United States warship Montana arrived in 
(lie harbor a few days ago for an extended stay 
and a number of tlie sailors from tbe ship have 
been visitors at the park. 

Besides Tuesdays, for file remainder of the meet- 
ing. Fridays have been set apart as Ladies’ Days. 
This feature is highly popular with the fair sex 
in Havana and quite a few now visit tlie course 
unaccompanied by an escort, something unheard of 
a few years hack. Tlie people down here have 
already learned that Oriental Park is a well-con- 
ducted place and that the ladies are as safe here 
as at their homes. 

Several of the riders on whom suspensions were 
inflicted are back in the saddle again. Mountain 
rode on Wednesday and Urquhart on Saturday. 
Ball’s suspension expired on February 23 ami Har- 
rington's on February 24. Wolstenholm will l>o in 
the saddle again after February 23. Watts is down 
until March 3. Williams will not be seen in tbe 
saddle for tlie remainder of tlie meeting. Williams 
gave au exhibition of Wild West riding on Mari- 
gold on Saturday last, when lie put Rustic Maid 
to tlie fence when tier rider. Stcrrctt. attempted 
to come through on the inside in tlie last six- 
teenth. Rustic Maid went to her knees and Ster- 
rett was completely out of the saddle. In some 
miraculous manner the mare kept from falling and 
Sterrett scrambled back. Tlie boy pulled Rustic 
Maid up and finished last. But for tlie mishap 
Rustic Maid would have won. as she was moving 
up fast when the foul occurred. 

A scheme is on foot here to build a $2,OOO.OOo 
hotel in Havana to accommodate tlie vast throng of 
tourists that are coming this way every winter. 
Several available sites have been obtained, one of 
which is said to he the jail at the foot of the 
Prado. The plans call for a fifteen story edifice. 
Besides being a bonanza for the builders it will be 
a big thing for Havana. 

The conditions of one of the races on Saturday’s 
program called for horses to be ridden by Jockeys 
who had neVor ridden three winners. Maiden riders 
were allowed four pounds. 

Jimmy Coffee, who rode at the old Brighton 

Beach track and who has been in the far west 

for the past few years, is here with a couple of 

two-year-olds, one of which. Ophelia W.. has scored 
a couple of victories. 

C. J. O’Dell won his first race of the meeting 
when Quick Start beat Margaret Ellen in the second 
event on Friday last. Dayton lias freshened up 

this mare and she should score a few more brackets 
before the meeting ends.

HORSES AT ASHLA.ND STUD 

MAJOR McDOWELL GIVING THE MANAGER 
EVERY CHANCE TO WIN FAME AS A SIRE. 

Old Bracegirdle at the Head of the Stud Matrons — 
Sixteen Fine Yearlings Now Thriv- 
ing at the Farm. 



Lexington, Ky., February 26. — Thomas Clay Mc- 
Dowell is one of the few American sportsmen de- 
voted to racing who personally direct the training 
and saddling of the horses they breed to carry their 
colors. To employ a homely term, he is au all 
around horseman and probably the best of his 
house, though a number of his ancestors enjoyed a 
superior knowledge of breeding and racing. His 
father, the late Major Henry Clay McDowell, for 
many years the leading light in the Kentucky Trot- 
ting Horse Breeders’ Association, was devoted to 
the light harness bm>d rather more than to runners. 

Whether or not Ills success as a breeder is due 
in tlie main to liis crossing of mares from the 
stout American families with English stallions, or 
tlie reverse, is open to discussion, luit tlie fact re 
mains that the McDowell colors have been carried 
to victory in numerous li.dablc races by runners 
from such matings. Tbe Manager, handsome seven- 
year-old son of Voter and Bracegirdle, which the 
master of Ashland Stud has chosen to make his 
premier sire, is one such. His turf triumphs are 
too fresh in tlie memories of turf folk to need re- 
counting here, but to see him and the first of his 
get. now yearlings, is to bring to mind instantly 
and forcefully the truth embodied in that trite 
saying, "like begets like.” There is no denying 
that McDowell has faith in The Manager, for thir- 
teen of the twenty-six mares in his stud are soon 
to foal to li i hi and more of them would have been 
sent to his court last year had they not been so 
closely related to him. 

Bracegirdle is tlie most elderly of the Ashland 
Stud matrons. This famous old chestnut daughter 
of Eon so and Peg Woffington is now twenty-three, 
and to continue the stout line that traces back to 
the famous Maria West through Ballet (dam of 
Modesty, the only filly to win the American Derby). 
Balloon. Heraldry and Margaret Wood, McDowell 
has retained four of her daughters and three of 
her granddaughters. Tlie daughters are Belle of 
Ashland (dam of Batten, Premier, Grif, etc.), Ladv 
Anne: Understudy (whose first foal, a daughter of 
Jack Point, will race this year), and Miss Bellamy, 
now a four-year-old. Tlie granddaughters are Dream 
Girl. Gossip and Wilful, the latter being out of 
Ecstasy, which died about a month ago. 

Bracegirdle is in foal to Ballot. She has been a 
remarkable producer. Her first foal was The Rival, 
which was third to his stable companion, Allun-a- 
Dalc, in the Kentucky Derby of 1902. Her next 
was Woodlake. winner of tlie Latouia Derby in 
1903. After these cauic Belle of Ashland, Lady 
Anno. Prince Hohenloho. Lady Alan. Ecstacy. 'tin* 
Manager, I'ndcrstndy, Aristocrat, Miss Bellamy, a 
chestnut filly by Voter, now a two-year-old. and a 
yearling chestnut filly by Ballot. In eighteen years 
<«f life in the liarem she lias been only twice barren. 
In 1905 she slipped twins, and her foal of 1908. a 
chestnut colt by Sir Dixon, broke his log when a 
yearling anil had to be destroyed. 

Belle of Ashland is in foal to Sain: Lady Anno 
is barren: Understudy is in foal to Toddington; 
Miss Bellamy to Transvaal; IVreani Girl to Helmet: 
and Gossip and Wilful to Stalwart.

TWO GREAT RACERS TO MEET. 

New York, February 27. — Andrew Miller’s Roamer 
and Harry l'ayne Whitney's Regret, rated as the 
two leading t liorouglibrods of the American lurf, 
may meet tor the tirst time in the early part of the 
coming racing season if the plans of their owners 
and trainers are carried out. A. J. Goldshorougli, 
trainer of Roamer. said yesterday that lie was con- 
templating sending tin* great son of Knight Errant 
and Rosetree II. to Louisville gain this spring to 
compete in the Kentucky Handicap, in which he 
ran last year and was beaten by Mr. Whitney’s 
Borrow. 

James Rowe, who trains for Mr. Whitney, already 
has expressed Ids intention of sending Regret after 
the big handicap in Kentucky tiiat Borrow won last 
year. A double triumph was scored by the Whitney 
silks in Kentucky last season, as in addition to the 
Kentucky Handicap won by Borrow, the Kentucky 
Derby was won l»y Regret. Rowe will make an 
effort to repeat the dual triumph, as it is under- 
stood that he will take Thunderer or Dominant, or 
perhaps both, to the Kentucky course in run in the 
Derby. 

If both Roamer and Regret go to the jxist for the 
handicap it will insure a race that will interest tile 
whole country. Regret, now a four-year-old, lias 
never been beaten, and in her two and tliree-year- 
old races she won with an ease that suggested it 
would take a mighty good linrse to finish in front 
of this daughter of Broomstick and Jersey Light 
ping. Roamer, though beaten at times, lias proved 
for two years that lie is the best of the handicap 
division in which he lias carried off the laurels for 
two seasons. 

The Kentucky Handicap is a much richer stake 
than any provided in tile east in tile early part of 
the season and with $10,000 in added money is an 
inducement for eastern owners when there are small 
pickings on the metropolitan tracks.
